the shop was injured. Th metal 
passed over their heads and on both 


sides of three men, who were 
ing in its path, coming go 
their bodies that their clothing 


set on fire. Most of the men chanced 
to be on the other side of the room 
when the explosion occurred 


The cupola stands in the centre of 


the moulding shop. It is an immense 
steel barrel-shaped machine with a 
large funnel Over seven tons of 
scrap metal had been placed in the 


cupola, A large part of it had melted 
but there were chunks of solid yn 
weiching as mucn as 200 pounds li 


unmelted when the funnel exploded 
Streams of molten metal and huge 
pieces of red hot iron were hurled 
a distance of 40 feet across the build 


ing, the liquid metal spraying in great 
sheets across the floor and wall. 
Two men, Charles Warner and J. 
Strancho, were drawing away lad-es 
of metal at the time and were stand 
ing to the funnel, but by a mir 
acle the metal did not hit them ex- 
cept a few small drops, which struck 


close 


their clothes, setting fire to them 
burning them but without causir 
serious injury. The foreman, ey 
Ricket, was standing a little distance 
away in the path of the metal it 
went over him and around him and 


struck the floor at his feet, but did 
not touch him, 

The cause of the explosion is un- 
known, the only explanation offered 
by the management of the iron works 
being that some explosive must have 
been dumped in with the metal. 

The damage ts the cupola is con- 
siderable and will be expensive to re- 
pair. Other portions of the shop 
where the metal struck are wrecked 
but will be repaired in a fow days.
